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THE  LITERATURE  OF  LINCOLN 


Since  the  celebration  of  the  coiienary  of  the  birth  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  there  is  noticeable  a  very  increased  demand  for  literature  re- 
ferring to  the  subject.  Although  there  cannot  be  recorded  such  a  vast 
aggregate  of  titles  pertaining  to  Lincoln  as  compared  with  the  undying 
interest  in  Napoleon,  yet  it  may  safely  be  assumed  that  no  American 
outside  of  George  Washington  has  ever  been  read  about,  idealized, 
eulogized,  or  referred  to,  to  such  an  extent  unless  it  be  in  very  recent 
times,   as  witness  the  present  remarkable  influence   of  Mr.  Roosevelt. 

It  would  be  very  difficult  to  compile  a  complete  bibliography  of 
Lincolniana.  In  igoo  Judge  Daniel  Fish,  of  Minneapolis,  issued  his 
comprehensive  list  containing  1080  separate  titles.  Since  tliat  time  sup- 
plements have  been  added  and  in  no  instance  is  there  included  any^  peri- 
odical literature  or  political  writings  of  the  period  in  which  Lincoln 
lived,   unless  their   origin  was  due  to   him  as  an  individual. 

There  are  many  Lincoln  enthusiasts  throughout  the  country  and 
several  of  these  have  unusual  collections.  Outside  of  that  owned 
by  Judge  Fish,  which  together  with  books  and  pampJiIets  amounts  to 
nearly  1000  and  does  not  include  his  portraits,  there  is  a  magnificent 
library  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Oakleaf  which  comprises  the 
greater  portion  of  the  compiled  record  of  titles  as  made  by  Judge  Fish 
since  igoo.  Mr.  Charles  W.  McLellan  has  fully  two  thousand  bound 
volumes  and  probably  -fifteen  Jmndred  pamphlets  and  added  to  this  he 
possesses  numerous  manuscripts  and  nearly  two  hundred  autographs. 
His  engravings  and  song  books  and  other  miscellaneous  pieces  comprise 
over  five  thousand  lots.  Other  interesting  collections  are  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  E.  M.  Bowman,  Mr.  John  E.  Burton,  Mr.  John  S.  Little, 
Mr.  C.  E.  Reed,  Mrs.  John  Hall,  Major  W.  H.  Lambert  and  Mr.  E.  E. 
Woolley.  While  the  name  of  these  collectors  is  not  legion,  there  is  in- 
cluded in  the  catalog  list  of  the  Torch  Press  Book  Shop  at  least  five 
hundred  names  of  people  zvho  constantly  buy  material  relating  to  Lincoln 
and  it  is  interesting  as  well  as  instructive  to  follow  this  Jine  as  a 
hobby. 

It  is  also  amusing  at  times  to  notice  the  discrepancies  in  the  prices 
of  books  and  manuscripts  relating  to  the  subject.  Not  many  months 
since,  Lincoln's  ozvn  copy  of  the  first  issue  of  the  first  edition  of  the 
DEBATES,  containing  the  names  of  the  delegates,  was  sold  here  for 
$300.00.  It  was  in  the  original  binding  and  contained  annotations  all 
through  the  text,  making  it  doubly  interesting  and  valuable.  Last  spring 
while  in  Topeka  the  writer  was  told  that  two  days  before  he  asked  for 
books  on  this  subject  an  autograph  copy  of  the  rig-ht  isS7/e  0/  the  DEBATES 
zi'as  sold  by  the  dealer  for  $10.00  and  he  feared  that  this  was  rather 
low.  No  comment  was  made.  Dr.  Taft's  own  diary  of  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  assassination  was  offered  in  the  first  catalog  of 
the  Torch  Press  Book  Shop  and  sold  without  difficulty.  The  price  was 
$igf..oo.  Not  only  was  the  item  unique,  but  almost  an  essential  to  the 
understanding  of  the  tragedy. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  the  many  foreign  versions,  as  exhibited 
in  Europe   and    elsewhere,    of   the   character  and   life    of   the   Civil   War 
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President.  Books  have  been  issued  in  French,  German,  Dittch,  Swedish, 
Italian,  Russian,  Japanese,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  Greek,  Welsh,  and  in 
the  Hawaiian  tongue. 

There  are  dealers  throughout  the  country  who  make  specialties  of 
Lincoln  relics  and  Mr.  Oldroyd's  great  collection  now  kept  in  the  house 
in  which  Lincoln  died  in  Washington,  is  well  known  to  all  enthusiasts. 
While  Lincoln  has  been  dead  more  tlian  forty  years  there  are  no  signs 
of  diminution   in   his   fame. 

Probably  the  first  line  of  Lincoln  literature  published  as  such  was 
issued  by  Spencer  in  Boston  in  1865.  It  included  two  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-one titles  and  was  followed  a  year  later  by  Bartlett's  LITERATURE 
OF  THE  REBELLION,  zvliich  listed  more  than  three  hundred  titles 
though  published  immediately  after  Lincoln's  death.  In  1870  Andrew 
Boyd  of  Albany  published  a  Lincoln  bibliography,  being  devoted  tnainly 
to  his  own  collection.  The  item  is  a  good  one  and  the  introduction  was 
written  by  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Hart  of^  Philadelphia.  The  whole  collection 
later  went  to  Major  Lambert,  where  it  is  now  undoubtedly  in  safe  keep- 
ing. 

The  present  list  is  more  of  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  a  bookseller  to 
offer  his  stock,  rather  than  a  critical  dissertation.  Purposely  the  volumes 
have  not  been  described  in  detail  except  in  one  or  two  instances.  The 
prices  may  be  considered  high  by  some  and  low  by  others  as  there  is  no 
criterion  upon  zvhich  to  base  this  (unimportant)  feature.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  it  may  appeal  to  those  who  revere  the  memory  of  Lincoln, 
and  while  the  books  are  in  no  instances  marked  rare,  scarce,  or  unusual, 
it  is  left  for  the  purchaser  or  collector  to  use  his  own  discretion,  and  it 
is  confidently  thozight  that  these  adjectives  are  wholly  unnecessary.
